year Dr. Niedig’s company has per¬ 
fected an attachment to fit any ordin 
ary grain drill, for the purpose of dis 
tributing tbe phosphate. These at¬ 
tachments are turned out at reason¬ 
able cost, and the terms of payment 
on fertilizer were also made clear. 

Barn yard manure even if it were 
obtainable in quantity, does not fill 
the place of the phosphate fertilizer. 
It is over-balanced in the matter of 
nitrogen and supplies too little phos¬ 
phate. 

Nitrogen promotes stem and leaf 
growth, increasing feeding value of 
stalk and leaves. But phosphorous 
promotes early and strong root de¬ 
velopment, speeds up early growth, 
brings early maturity. Prairie soils 
are relatively low in phosphorous, 
and therefore the addition of a small 
quantity of phosphate with the barn 
yard manure, would be a much more 
balanced fertilizer. 

Australia has.drilled phosphates in 
with the crops for a a long time past 
with very successful results, and has 
had-good results in very droughty 
areas, which’ would otherwise have 
yielded little or nothing. 

The vigorous early root growth 
give's the grain a lietter hold, discour 
aging weed development. More mois¬ 
ture is left under the soil of the fer-

For generations it has been accept¬ 
ed as a canon of constitutional gov¬ 
ernment disagreeing with . the ma¬ 
jority has no option, but must resign. 
In scores of instances this has been 
done.- In thousands of instances it 
has not been done. Cabinet ministers 
would tell you privately they did not 
agree with this or that action of the 
cabinet. A hundred years ago. a 
British prime minister declared the 
constitutional position succinctly, 
when he said that cabinet ministers 
could think as they please, but must 
talk alike. Cabinet rule was a full 
chorus—no solo parts. The action of 
the present government of Britain is 
a new departure only in this, individ¬ 
ual ministers may not only disap¬ 
prove what the government is doing, 
but may say -so out loud. Whether 
or not a minister shall resign, de¬ 
pends upon himself—depends entire¬ 
ly upon the strength of his convic¬ 
tions or upon political expediency. In 
these days, when cherished ideas are 
being consigned to the scrap heap, 
and when the world knows that its 
greatest statesmen have erred egreg- 
iously in understanding and judgment 
a cabinet minister may be forgiven if 
he says, “Well, I don’t agree with the 
majority of my colleagues on this 
question, but it is quite possible that 
they are right and I am wrong.” It is 
an admission that a politician or even 
i statesman hates to make. The new 
rule gives him greater latitude than 
that. It enables him to stay in the 
cabinet and openfy contend that he is 
right and the majority of his colleag¬ 
ues wrong, and that is the course 
which the dissentient will surely 
adopt.

He emphasized that the phos¬ 
phates must not-be used in direct con 
tact with garden seed, and can be 
counted upon for best returns only 
when best farming or gardening meth 
ods are used.

Sir Alfred Morine told the Home

In his opin¬ 
ion, a child of seven, or eleven or fiiteen i 3 as important a 
eitizen, according to his level, as any adult. 

There is much truth in Jlr. McNally's view. If a child 
of seven performs his little duties ot citizenship, he is ful¬ 
filling his utmost in his own sphere and may be ranked as 
a valued citizen. If he is courteous, punctual, obliging, 
Honest, he is taking his placu not only in his own little 
world, but as a contributor to the highest standards of 
citizenship. When he learns to discriminate between his 
own property and that of another, to tell the truth at the 
risk of punishment, to play fairly and amicably with oth¬ 
ers, he is an asset to society. As he grows older, his scope 
and interests enlarge, but they must be based on those 
primary requirements of honest and helpful citizenship. 
All that he has learned instinctively ps a child, is a foun- 
lation for the larger responsibilities of manhood. For 
that reason the conduct and social attitude of the child is 
yuite as important as in the adult. 

And conversely juvenile wrong-doing is as serious a 
matter to society as the wrong-doing of the grown per¬ 
son. While the child himself is not responsible to the

utterly unpieineditatod and unexpected. The prim little 
lucuircr' 011 nmnieinatics at Christ Church, Oxford, had 
loiined a great friendship with the Dean’s three' small 
uaugniers. 1 hey used to go on long walks together and 
tne children demanded stories. So out of the fertile brain 
of the mathematician developed “Alice’s Adventures Un¬ 
derground.’’ One of the little girls was the original Alice 
who hung spellbound on her extraordinary and nonsensi 
cal experiences as told to her on holiday afternoons along 
the Thames. And the Alice of the story book is the only 
one of the sisters still living. 

Jihere was no intention of publishing these little tales, 
btft as a Christmifs gift, to a little girl, almost seventy 
years ago, Carroll presented ninety pages of exquisite 
copper print embodying the adventures. The pages in¬ 
cluded his own illustrations.

With reference to the statement 
made at the l,.F.A. convention at Ed¬ 
monton, Wednesday last, that $30,- 
000 was owing by members of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool for arrears of 
membership, pool officials at the Cal¬ 
gary office explained ’Thursday that 
the situation had arisen through over 
payment on the 1929 crop. 

It was explained that a consider¬ 
able number of O',A. members had 
made assignments in 1929 on the 
wheat pool, for payment of the cur¬ 
rent year’s membership dues to the 
C.F.A. 

When it developed that the pool 
had made an over-payment on the 
crop for that year, there was no mon¬ 
ey available to meet the requisitions 
with the’ result there were numbers 
of wheal pool meml>ers in the posi¬ 
tion of being unable to pay their dues 
to the C.F.A. 

As to what action could be taken 
by the wheat pool to collect these 
dues it was pointed out that the pool 
could not do anything, and as sug¬ 
gested by N. F. Priestley, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the C.F.A., that organization 
would have to make e 7 fforts to collect 
their own fees. The pool was purely 
in the position of a bank on which a 
cheque had been drawn, but without 
money in the account , to cover the 
cheque.—Calgary Herald.

NEED FOR ECONOMY 
OPENING SPEECH 

Forecast Legislative Work. Indicates 
Few Public Proposals 

There is much speculation as to 
what the current session of legisla-' 
ture will bring forth. In the speech 
from the throne, economy was the 
keynote. No suggestion was made 
' about the income tax proposal for the 
" province. 

It is possible that grants to agri¬ 
cultural fairs will be either abolished 
or considerably reduced. Something 
will be done to provide further ac¬ 
commodation for tubercular patients. 

Mention was made of the, govern¬ 
ment’s efforts to control gas wastage 
- in the Turner Valley field and assur¬ 
ance given that information as to 
steps taken in this direction would be 
submitted to the assembly in due 
time. 

Official notice was given that the 
R.C.M.P. would take over Alberta 
police work on April. Likewise, the 
promise was given that a full report 
would shortly l>e available on the 
work of consolidating co-operative 
credit organizations, as provided for 
Inst session by the special Rural Cred 
it Act. J,. 

"Moderate-loans made to the so¬ 
cieties during the year have been 
l irgdly repaid, while the very sub¬ 
stantial amount of capital in the new 
"corporation already subscribed will 
minimize any loss sustained as a re¬ 
sult of the operations of the various 
societies in previous years.” 

Further amendments to the Debt 
Adjustment Act were forecast follow 
ing Conferencec held “in order to min 
imize and ameliorate the hardship 
that would result from undue pres¬ 
sure in collecting payments an^ oth 
er obligations under existing condi¬ 
tions." 

Citation of unemployment relief 
efforts made by federal, provincial 
and municipal authorities was in¬ 
cluded in a gpneral review of the 
economic depression and its effect on 
Alberta.
